BURMAN MiSSION. 


We have perused a letter from Mr. 
Wade, to the Correspouding Secretary, 
dated Calcutta, November 18,1824. He 
states, at considerable length, his reasons 
for leaving Rangoon. In the disturbed 
state of the country, M-ssionary opera- 
tions were suspended ; as there was no 
intercourse with the natives, and all the 
converts, except Moung Swa-ba, bad fled 
The Missionaries, moreover, were expo- 
sed, in consequence of the situation of 
the Mission House, to the danger of fall- 
ing again into the hands of the Burmans. 
The health, too, of Mr. and Mrs. Wade, 
was somewhat impaired ; and the difficul- 
ty of procuring provisions, of a suitable 
kind, furnished urgent motives to repair 
to Calcutta. The scarcity of provisions 
may be inferred from the fact, that eggs 
were sold for $1 50 per dozen; milk for 
gi per pint, batter $1 50, and beef, $1, 
per pound. Mr. and Mrs. Hough design- 
ed to follow Mr. Wade, as soon as practi- 
cable. 

No intelligence had been received from 
Mr. Judson, and his associates, at Ava. 
Mr. Wade expresses serious apprehen- 
sions respecting their fate; but his own 
critical escape operated, without doubt, 
to increase his fears on their account. 

The English Missionaries at Calcutta 
have generously furnished, for the use of 
Mr. Wade, without expense, the house 
formerly occupied by the Rev. Eustace 
Carey. Here Mr. W. and his wife are 
employed, in the study of the Burman 
language. Mr. Wade has commenced an 
undertaking of some importance. He 
designs to print at Calcutta, a Vocabulary 
of the Burman language, comprising all 
the words collected by Mr. Felix Carey, 
Mr. Coleman, Mr. Judson, and others. It 
will form a volume of three or four han- 
dred pages, and its publication will not on- 
ly be withont expense to the Board, but 
probably productive of some pecuniary 
profit. The edition will consist of three 
handred copies ; and the Supreme Gov 
ernment of Bengal have agreed to pur- 
chase one hundred copies, at ten doHars 
each. This Vocabulary will be an inval- 
uable help to the students of the Burman 
language. Heretofore, many months 
have been necessarily wasted in the com- 
mencement of this study, mere 
want of a work of this kind. The hand 
of Providence is visible, in furnishing 
this opportunity to publish it. Perhaps 
Mr. Wade could, in no circumstances, in 
the same space of time, perform a more 
valuable service to the Mission. 

Accompanying Mr. Wade’s letter, is an 
extract from his journal, in which he 
gives a minute detail of the occurrences, 
at the capture of Rangoon. It does not 
differ materially from former statements, 
The ac- 
count possesses all the attraction and in- 
tense interest of a romance, heightened 


_ by the unaffected and more touching sim- 


‘plicity of truth. He who cannot perceive 
and who is reluctant to acknowledge, with 
grateful praise, the interposition of God, 
in rescuing His servants, while ‘‘the hea- 
then raged,”’ and death seemed inevita- 
ble, has not only no claims to the charac- 
ter of a Christian, but is destitute of the 
ordinary sensibilities of our nature. The 
friends of Missions may, with Mr. Wade, 
regard the almost miraculous preserva- 
tion of the missionaries, as an assurance, 
that “the watchful eye of Jehovah is on 
the Burman Mission for good.” We can- 
bot yet renounce our hopes, that we shall 
’e permitted to praise Him for a similar 
bterposition in behalf of the beloved band 
t Ava .

but to day we have received intelligence 
by a boat directly from Ava, that the king | 
has raised an army of twenty thousand 
men, and that they marched several days 
since to Chittagong. Also the report was 
confirmed, that his Burman Majesty was 
very much enraged at the communica- 
tions lately received from the Govern- 
ment of Bengal.—If these things are so, 
war will doubtless succeed. How event 
ful to this mission is the present period ! 

22d.—Received a line from Mr. Jud- 
son, which states, that the king’s army is 
now on its way down theriver. The 
number of men he does not know, or 
what is the place of their destination.— 
All the blacksmiths in town are employed 
by government, in repairing old guns and 
other weapons of war.—Fortifications are 
also undergoing a repair. Every thing at 
present seems to predict war. Who 
shall preserve us in the day of the calam- 
ity which threaten us? Thou, O Lord, 
art the retuge to which we fee. Under 
the shadow of thy wings there is safety. 
—Can it be that God has brought us to 
this place, under the peculiar direction of 
his providence, for no other reason than 
that he might destroy us? Surely he isa 
God who hideth himself ; but we will wait 
patiently until we see what he will do. | 
know that he will ordain peace for his 
children. 

24th.— The prospects of war increase 
daily. Ao order bas arrived from the 
king to suffer no English vessel, or Eng- 
lish gentleman, to leave this port —This 
is no more than we had reason to expect ; 
but it seems to say, this is the beginning 
of sorrows.—In case of war, our only 
hope of life is, *‘ The Lord God omnipo- 
tent reigneth. Even the heart of kings 
is in his hands.”’ 

28th.—Of late, the fermentation of 
public affairs has gradually abated. The 
preparations for war which had been com- 
menced are left unfinished. Letters have 
been received by government, said to be 
official, stating, that all misunderstanding 
between the Burman and Bengal govern 
ments 1s amicably settled. 
May 10.—A few weeks since, a small 
brig arrived from Bengal: but she affor 
ded us no information with regard to the 
state of public affairs.—She brought let- 
ters ; but the commander, from mercena 
ry, or other motives, suffered them not to 
come to the knowledge, either of Bur- 
mans or Europeans.—Y esterday all was 
quiet, and seemed likely to remain so. 
['o-day all is bustle and confusion. Doubt, 
anxiety, and fear, are visible in almost ev- 
ery countenance. The reason of all this 
change is, there is a report, that there are 
about 30 ships arrived at the mouth of 
Rangoon river; and the Barmans natu 
rally infer, if this report be true, they 
come with so peaceable intentions. The 
Europeans had consecrated the day to 
pleasure, and wee to dine in the garden 
of Mr. Lansag# ‘They were just seated 
at table, anggHegan to apply themselves to 
a dish gffoup, when about fifty armed 
Fputed by the Yawhoon (at this 
time viceroy) approached, who without 
much ceremony put an end to the merri- 
ment of the party, by announcing the or- 
ders of the Yawhoon, viz. to seize and 
imprison gvery person who was accustom- 
ed to wear a hat.—Information of the 
whole was soon brought to the mission- 
house. We immediately sent servants 
into the town, to learn more particular- 
ly what had been done.—They confirm- 
ed all that we bad heard. We were not, 
however, molested for several hours, 
which led us to infer, they designed to 
make a distinction between us and the 
other foreigners, on account of our being 
Americans, sustaining only the character 
of teachers of religion. But these hopes 
were without good foundation. It was 
in vain to look for respect to our religious 
character, in those who were destitute 
even of the common feelings of humani- 
ty. Mr. Hough and myself were accus- 
tomed to wear hats, and were therefore 
included in the royal order. One of the 
King’s linguists was sent to call us ; we 
expostulated, asked why we were called, 
seeing we were teachers of religion, and 
had never intermeddled with political af- 
fairs, &c. He said it was their custom in 
similar cases to examine all foreigners. 
We were called only for the sake of for- 
mality ; no evil was intended against us, 
nor should we be deteained more than

we received a note, from Mrs. H. & Mrs. | 
W., requesting to know whether there 
was any hope of our release. We gave 
them some encouragement, though we felt | 
but little in our own minds.—At lengtha 
Burman came in, who after casting a 
scowling glance towards us, asked who 
we were? * The American teachers,” 
answered aby stander. ‘ Put them with 
the other prisoners,”’ returned he ; which 
was no sooner said than done. Still, 
however, we were not putin trons, and 
therefore yet cherished the fond hope of 
release. Bui our prospects were con- 
stantly becoming darker. Our legs were | 
bound together with ropes, and eight or | 
ten Burmans, armed with spears, battle- | 
axes, &c. were placed over us as a guard. 
An hour or two afterwards, the black- | 
smith came ina second time, bringing a/ 
rough heavy chain. It consjsted of three | 
links, each about four inches in length ; | 
and pounded tegether so close as to com | 
pletely prevent it from bending any more | 
than a straight bar of iron. The parts. 
designed to go round the ancles were | 
bars of iron about two thirds of aw inch | 
thick, partially rounded, and bent togeth- 
er so as just to admit the ancle. This 
was designed for Mr. H. and myself. He | 
was first seated, bis leg laid upon a block, | 
the ring placed upon the ancle, and then | 
pounded down close with heavy blows. | 
The other ring was put upon my ancle in 
the same manner. Our situation afforded 
no convenience for lying down; and of 
course allowed us nosleep, or even rest. 
In the course of the night, the keys of 
our rooms, trunks, &c. were demanded, 
from which we naturally inferred an in- 
tention to pillage our houses. They also 
enquired very particularly, if we had any 
muskets or spears, and how many’? We 
did not fear the loss of property, but 
trembled atthe idea of Mrs. W. and H.

It will be recollected that this is the same 
station from which we have so recently pub- 
lished most cheering accounts of the gracious 
operations of the Holy Spirit. The examina- 
tion of the affairs of this station now reported,
